UPDATE OF COMMITTEE'S 1974 REPORT ON PUERTO RICO 
(NOT YET CIRCULATED) SINCE IT DOES NOT COVER ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL CONDITIONS AND BECAUSE IF QUOTES EXTENSIVELY 
FROM DRAFT COMPACT OF PERMANENT UNION. HE ADDED THAT 
THE INCREASED NUMBER OF PUERTO RICAN PETITIONERS WHO WILL 
APPEAR BEFORE THE COMMITTEE THIS YEAR WILL "ENRICH'' THE
